The riibli^r is received In the r,aw 
slate. \i i.^ mixed wllh sulphur an<l 
other liigredleiils, is passed on to the 
mills which soften it, and Is .sfiueezcd 
under tremciidon.s prctssiiro to tho rc- 
niilrcd thickness; Tlio next .step Is the 
cutl'ng of tho fabric into tho required 
portions for as.scmbly into rubbers 
and overshoes. 

Most ot thi.s cutting is done liy 
hand, whllo tho actual a-^scinbly %vork 
Is done by girl.s. 

Tho raw rubber as it arriver, from 
llio plantation ia put llirouish a. toiigii- 
en'ng process by the addition ot sul- 
phur. It takes on a black colour and 
Is passed to softening mills. These rc- 
diico tho rubber to a consistency 
which can lie rolled. 

The roller is a large machine com- 
posed almost entirely ot heavy steel 
cylinders delicately set so that the 
rubber passes through them at » re- 
(lulred uniform thickness. The addi- 
tion ot pigments enables the same 
macliino to produce any colour of 
rubber. 

. Tho long strips of rubber now pass 
to the cutters who, with dies, punch 
out tho small pieces which go into 
tho construction ot the overshoe.

A NEW THEME 

.TirlTHIN THE LAST decade there lias conic iibout a niaikod 
forward in international education. We refer in 
particular to the progress that has been made alonp the linos of 
cultural co-oneration. We have-all felt that the \Yorld is boconi- 
ing a smaller sphere and that more and more it- is becoming a 
ximt. Means of transport and communication liave made these 
things more apparent and facile for us. 

Beforehand the privilcdgod lone traveller was the or.o upon 
SrV'J i*eliod for our information of foreign lands and peo- 
ples. Today we travel ourselves and form our own conclusions. 
.Nations have found that to si.Tn a treaty of co-oi>oration is not 
enough, and that they must try to interpret tlio viewpoint of 
the pthei". 

• ,,^^',?sioiiarics who beforeliaiul could not see anvtliinR good 
m tlie life of the country to whicli Ihcy went, now iiiibibe of the 
indigenous .lore and try to incoporate it in the'ir viewpoint. The 
Confederation Internationale des. Etudiants has one of its com- 
missions devoted entirely to travel, not so-much for the idea of 
seeing Rome and then going home to die. but to see and live 
with other people and then going home to livein the light of the 
opinions of others. ^ 

It was along this theme thai ihc International Student 
Service has during the last few years developed its commission 
upon Cultural Relationships. There had come a time Avhen pe- 
cuniary aid was not necessary for the .-^indents of Austria and 
Germany, and the students in England felt thai thev would at 
Jeast.try to find out what it was all about. Groups of students' 
irom those countries met and in Jiving and learning together 
they gamed a world of experience which beforehand had been 
foreign to them. 

• European students have developed among themselves, in 
certain countries, self-help systems. The student worker was 
lormeriy unknown to them, but under the stress of the times 
they found -that to make ends meet ihev must indeed work In 
the economically stricken countries the workers made some re- 
sent to the intrusion of extra labour into a market which was 
then overloaded. The .student had always been looked m^on bv 
thfe-^wker-with suspicion, as an înteîleet-ual- jirincijiallv, and 
ths intrusion aggravated the case. Tlius in tlio.?e countries the 
workers and students came together upon a mutual understand- 
ing that thpy would try and understand each other better. Les 
Equipes Sociales of France show how this has advanced and the 
Ivry group is the most outstanding work of this example. 

But greater than- this was. the need of student undersland- 
nig student. Economically there are ties that bind the whole of 
Europe, j'e.';. and of the world. From this common tie there has 
arisen the ."^tand tliat lliere- are other things which are held in 
common too. The gi'catest advance in this direction has been 
the desire of llie Occident to understand the Orient Eyes dur- 
ing the last few years have been turned to China in par'tiëulàr, 
and Jiow- the line of vision lias been brought round to India, 

In Europe there are thousands of the students of these two 
nations in the univci-sitie.s. In Britain alone there are more 
than four thousand Indian students. If harmonius relations 
are to be retained among the nations then at least they should 
understand each other. Realising that a nation has its mind de- 
termined by its educators and that facilities for education 
for the native students in China and India are not so 
.widespreatf as in the western countries the I.S.S. has begun to 
develope .sy.slems of self-hdp in these lands at the request of 
their students wlio ai'c in Eurone. ' 

Having helped they wish to understand, and so during last 
year there were in European countries cultural relation groups 
of Indians and Europeans, and Chinese and Europeans. They 
are still jirogre.s.sing and their import will be sefeii in future 
years. Similarly ihei-o has been attempted the question of the 
Jew in tjie Central tOuiopean universities. Forced to leave his 
own country of birth the Jew has found thât he must go west- 
ward to /more amenable countries and universities. But this has 
■'ot solved the situation; there arc at pi-e.sent five thou.sand 
Central European Jews in Paris foi' tlie jjurjxjse of a university 
aducation. Last spring the first of the cultural relation groups 
between Jews and non-Jews was helckiii Eiei \ille in France. 

Thus the .scheme ^goes on. Last Augu.st at Gaming in the 
Au.strian Alps a group of American and European students 
met .so that they might understand each, other better. They 

"^^■•-'''^ ^\■e.sterne)•s, as compared with the 
IndîàWand Chinese, they had a lot to learn of eacli other. Tiie 
American attitude to the negro, the European attitude toward 
the Jew, America's relation to the League of Nations and Pan 
Jiuropa. the American press, and a hearty expression of likes 
and dislikes, all these and othei- questions came uiidei' fii-e fj-om 
those seeking a better understanding between Europe and 
America. 

The student woi'ld is li-ying to understand its fellow.^ so 
that a bettei- atmosphere may be felt in the world of tomorrow. 
We in Canada cannot say that we are understood even by our 
immediate neighboui-s. How much more then by tlie world at 
large? .And Jiow. jnuch do we understand students in othei- 
lan(^fi,?. "'

"mealy-mouthed claptrap." Humour is 
abundant and bespeaks a sliarp mlnii, 
but the repeating of tho '.^rimo 'jest 
three times In oito 'bbolf'v should ' bo 
avoided. A. C. Raocy, Iiitcriiationaliy 
known cartuoiiist has drawn .a series 
ot caricatures which supplement tho 
text most /Ittlngjiy. 

Tho material i.s fascinating and 
woll-asscmbied, and recommends it- 
self very favorably to the reader. Tho 
interest doe.s not lag at any point, and 
the author hus spared no pains to 
liven the cliapters wllh amusing and 
inforniatluni political anecdotes. Our 
nubile figures do not get enough inib- 
Jlclty, and Jlr. Roberta In asseinlMIng 
our gods expresses a sincere and con- 
linous patriotic feeling. U is signifio- 
ant IQ note Uiat no great poet, scholar 
or scientist ranks as one ot Canadas 
gods. The bloated Idols of material- 
ism receive the homage of dollar-daz- 
ed Canada.

The authors cI.Vliii that the literary 
tendency In the p.Tst has been to plc- 
liiro the habitant as a dreary, tatal- 
tltlc, dtity-burdcned Indlvldu.il, al- 
most entirely devoid ot humor. In 
this bock the authors movo their 
cliaraoters about in a panorama of 
gaiety and humor that Is too continu- 
al to be possible. Tho authors say 
their purpose is to present the habi- 
tant as he really i?, the eternally hap- 
py Individual. This is a mistake on 
llin part of the authors, for it remains 
for someone to eombino tho happy 
and tho sad outlooks at I-'reneh Can- 
ada, and produce a real biography of 
this people. 

The Great Fright is indeed clever, 
although it lags and Is uninteresting 
in places. It is written in a stylo that 
is obviously intended to be a replica 
ot the spoken language ot tho habi- 
tant people, and to a certain o.\tent, 
it succeeds. Thcro is, however, a 
fl.avor In tho writing of tliis book (hat 
suggests tho Knglish language as It 
appears In' tho sporting pages ot a 
daily newspaper. Wo hardly think 
that the villagers o't .Salnt-Eplstcmon 
would have received their education, 
and information fi'om tho sports de- 
partment of a city newspaper. 

The uiin oulslanding thing in the 
book is llic way in which certain 
more or less delicate scenes aro writ- 
ten. Notable among these scenes are 
those In which La Popote ja cpncern- 
;ed, (Ija Popote when translated Into 
fp.inisli Is La Puta. There is also a 
well known English word to describe 
this womilii.) It is in tho adventures 
;ot a certain young vlllago youth con- 
nected with La Vopotc that the best 
writing of^jib^ooU appears. To deal 
Willi a 'dellcafoXiibJect and yot not 
stoop to an extremely obvious style 
Is a hard task, and one that is well 
done In The Great Fright. 

In criticizing this book one might 
apply the same method as a famous 
critic used when commenting on that 
pla.v, "The Passing of the Third 
Kloor Hack". "Had Uiis play ", he 
wrote "been written by Dostoievsky 
or Tolstoi, it would Iiavo been great. 
As It Is—." Ifad The Great Fright 
been written by O. Jlenry or Uarry 
l.con AVilson it would have been grent 
but as it i.s— well 'it Is passible, even 
Rood In spots, but It falls short ot the 
mark of being an excellent book.
